Some swabs are 
sent into the laboratory containing 
very liberal arnounts of antiseptic, but 


often the tricky little bugs develop 


very well upon the medium and thus 
does nature assert itself. 

One very important matter that is 
allowed to slip is the fact that when 
swabs are sent by mail and are 
delayed, therefore having poor or no 
growth, the physician lets it go at 
that. A suspect case was delayed four 
days in rush mail season; no other 
swab was taken. Later another child 
in the family had to be rushed in for 
tracheotomy. We feel that this might 
have been avoided had the physician 
immediately sent in another swab from 
first case when he knew it had not 
reached the laboratory at the time of 
his phoning. 

Our health officer handles many 
baby cases both as county physician 
and in private practice. A routine has 
been developed as an outgrowth of 
certain observations. Several babies, 
unsuspected diphtheria cases, with 
gross findings negative, a history of 
loss of appetite, with a slight cough 
of a month’s duration at least, have 
yielded cultures showing diphtheria 
organisms. These conditions have 
cleared up immediately with treat- 
ment. Other cases with a _ similar 
picture with findings negative, and as 
far as is known, no direct contact with 
diphtheria cases, have responded 
favorably to anti-toxin treatment. 
Routine swabs are now taken on all 
babies brought in for observation.”

About 16 years ago physicians in this country 
tegan the general practice of dropping a 
medicinal solution in the eyes of new-born 
babies in order to prevent ophthalmia neona- 
torum, or blindness resulting from eye infec- 
tion at birth. The treatment is proving 
effective, for while 25 years ago one of every 
three children in the schools for the blind in 
the United States was blind from this cause, 
in 1926 the proportion had been reduced to 
about one out of every ten. 

As an indication of the success which may 
follow special efforts by the health authorities, 
Maryland’s two state schools for the blind 
reported not a single pupil admitted in 1925 
who was blind from this type of eye infec- 
tion. The state has made the disease report- 
able, like diphtheria or smallpox, and its board 
of health supplies the preventive solution to 
physicians free of charge.
